You are so much of the world in the world' service that I wonder where to 
address you. Please let me he^r about your latest interests. 

A problem has come up in the writing of my father’s biography which I believe 
you '''in be interested in helping to solve. The uterials ^or the eaHy years 
-re failing together in gnod shape. My thesis is that the task of building a 
Christian college or Christian Sunday schools,4s part and parent®, with the task 
of building the Christian social order. That the social and economic forces 
opposing my fa J har and which led to his final crucifixion are those reactionary 
forces opposed to the Christianization of the social order. 

I wish to develop this thesii in the case of each college with which he was 
connected. The protagonists are PROPERTY versus PEOPLE. Can you help me with 
developing the Drake University situation. What elements or persons in that 
situation represented PROPERTY. ? I have a. vague recollection th~t there was 
a bank failure, or embezzlement, in which trustees of the University church were 
involved. Can you give me the names andthe years so that I can trace it down 
through the press? Who and which were the dominant reactionary element^ancl 
persons in the Drake situation, trusting to prpperty privileges and objecting 
to any change in the status quo? 

In his later years my father became a "Christian socialist" and declared 
t|fft|4 "Capitalism is doomed". Did he ever speak along these lines to you? 

ETnat were his opinionsof Sherwood Eddy and his views? Did he ever exchange 
views with you on social and economic problems? 

I want to make the book radiate the spirit of Living Triumphantly > 
make the eternal presence felt on every pnge; and contrast with that spirit, 
the greed, cunning, of those who put their trust In MONEY. 

I realise that you are too busy to re-hash ancient history, but I believe 
th”t I have a smashing document here which will , I hope , have a little 
influence on the future. If you can give me any hw pw t hints or clues at all, 
toward the development of my thesis especially during Athe Drake University 
period, it would help to promote thisfthesis and influence. I am not interested 
in personal recriminations. I will probably fictionize the names in the book. 

I am interested in adding some biographicl chapters to the educational chapters 
in Jerome ^avis 1 ,"Capitalism and its Culture." You remember his chapter on 
Subside zed Religion.*

The Alaska Methodist Mission Con¬ 
ference, held at Seward* July 2>-28, was an 
historic occasion for Alaska Methodism* At 
last American Methodism had placed 
Alaska on a Mission Conference basis* 
Bishop Bruce Baxter conducted the Con¬ 
ference and gave the Conference addresses 
under these titles: "A Christ like God, A 
Godlike Christ/* "Garments/* "The Cross. 
Our Greatest Need/' and "Choices- Not 
unlv the Conference members and their 
Umilies. hut the townspeople and soldiers 
who crowded the church at almost every 
session were highly appreciative. 

The Rev. Edward D. Kohlstedt re pre- 
sen red the Board of Missions and Church 
F-xtension* speaking on "Certainties Amid 
Uncertainties/* and t4 A Dynamic Gospel* 
Incoming Superintendent G* E, ^ lll u i 
brought a stirring message which he cal ed 
"My Vision for Alaska/* This can well be¬ 
come the blueprint for spiritual construc¬ 
tion during the coming years. He will be 
pastor at Seward as well as superin ten dent* 
The Conference paid a sincere tribute to 
Rev. and Mrs* Walter Torbet for their note¬ 
worthy service to Alaska. There was a 
beautiful old-ivory pen set for Dr* Torbet, 
After fifty years in the ministry he has re¬ 
signed from the superintendent and pas¬ 
torate, He and Mrs* Torbet will visit 
Anchorage* Matanuska Valley and Homer 
and then return to "the states/' 

Outstanding among special reports was 
an account of the activities at the Jesse Lee 
Home at Seward. Working under the 
Womans Society of Christian Service, Mr* 
and Mrs. Harold Newton have done an 
outstanding job in thdr three years at this 
orphanage. They are ably assisted by Mr* 
and Mrs* Byron Tharp, Mr* and Mrs* 
Thomas Howell, Mr* and Mrs, Lei and Del¬ 
linger, Mis, Bertha McGhee, Miss Anna 
Gould, Miss Edna Jones, and Miss Marv 
Hunter* Dean and Mrs* Wilbur Towle of 
Pfeiffer Junior College. N* C., traveled 
almost 5,000 miles to study the unusual 
work of Mr, Newton first-hand. 

Dr. Ralph W, Bayless, Pacific Coast rep¬ 
resentative of the American Bible Society 
gave a report. He and Mrs. Rayless visited 
Ketchikan* Wrangell* Petersburg!** Sitka* 
Juneau. Palmer, Anchorage, Hoonah. 
Yahutat. Haines and Skagway in the in¬ 
terests of Bible distribution. 

The Conference adopted Articles of In¬ 
corporation, and the following trustees were 
elected: G. E, Knight* Harry L. Holt* A* J. 
Clements, Wallace George and W* H* 
Matthews* _ 

The local preachers licenses of Carl j* 
Loss, Mrs. Leah Hattrich, Mrs* Marion H. 
Matthews and B, E. McGown were re¬ 
newed* Licenses will be granted to Mrs. 
A, J. Clements, Airs, J. Dean King. Mrs* 
G* E* Knight. Mis* Archie Matson* Mrs. 
Oscar Olson and Mrs* Wilbur P* Wood, all 
of them wives of pastors, when they shall 
have completed the disciplinary require¬ 
ments, 

Mrs* John Sal it of Seward presented the 
program and opportunities ahead for the 
women in Alaska through the rapidly grow¬ 
ing Womans Society of Christian Service. 

The Rev, Frederick Schmidt pastor of 
The Christian Church of Metlakatla told 
of the work of Mr* William Duncan, 
“Apostle of Alaska" among the Tsimshean 
Indians. Their village owns its own care 


nery, saw mill* and public utilities. The 
income from the cannery pays all expenses 
so there are no taxes* No white residents 
are permitted except necessary Government 
officers and pastors. The church which 
"Father” Duncan established and built is 
the largest and most beautiful in Alaska and 
has been reconstructed at a cost of over 
$30,000. This money was provided by the 
William Duncan Estate* Mr- Schmidt was 
reappointed for five years to serve these 
people- 

In addition to the pastors* other delegates 
who attended the Conference were Mrs. 

A* J. Clements. Mrs* G, E- Knight* Mrs* 
\V* Matthews. Mrs. Walter Torbet* B. E* 
McGowan* Miss Golden Mills* Miss Ruth 
Murrell* Harold Newton, Mrs* Harold New¬ 
ton*'and Mrs, John Sal it* 

The Conference was unique in that 
every pastor knew what his appointment 
would be for the coming year before at¬ 
tending Conference* These are the facts: 

J. D, King (West Oklahoma Confer¬ 
ence) returned to Umlaska and Dutch 
Harbor where he hopes to build a new 
chapel* A* J. Clements (California Con¬ 
ference) returned to Cook Inlet Parish which 
includes Seldovia, Homer* Port Lock, Kenai, 
Ninilchik* Military developments in Homer 
may require the building of a chapel, Oscar 
Olson (Genesee Conference) returned to the 
Shutnagin Islands Parish which includes 
Unga, Squaw Harbor, Sand Point, Chignik, 
Chignik Lagoon* Sanak* and King Cove. 
He Is to have a power dory this year which 
will be of gTeat help to him in his work. 
Archie Matson (Southern California-Arizona 
Conference) returns to Ketchikan Parish, 
Plans to improve the modem Ketchikan 
church include a new organ, Wilbur P- 
Wood (Wyoming State Conference) was 
reappointed to Nome Parish* including the 
Federated Church, Lavinia Wallace Young 
Mission, He was the only one who could 
not attend the Conference, Impossible 
living weather prevented. William Matthews 
(New Jersey Conference) was appointed to 
the Juneau-Douglas Parish to succeed G- 
Edward Knight, The Rev, and Mrs, Mat¬ 
thews arrived from New Jersey just in time 
to take up their new work* 

Tremendous military and naval develop¬ 
ments are creating boom conditions in 
Alaska* Local white residents face demorali¬ 
zation. The natives have long paid a heavy 
price in disease and suffering for 'white 
civilization” and the newcomers arrive to 
find themselves without adequate food or 

shelter* 3 ,, 

But in the face of such tremendous odds* 
the pastors of The Alaska Methodist Mis¬ 
sion are not dismayed* They believe that 
a new dav is da wiring in the spiritual and 
religious life of Alaska* Alaska, with its 
beautiful mountains and mighty forests* 
must have Christian men to match her 
mountains,

African Hospital 

Methodist missionaries serve 
natives at Wemho Nyama

Both souls and bodies are being treated 
by tbe Methodist missionaries who man the 
j\iary Long Hospital at Wembo Nyama in 
tbe Belgian Congo, Africa* Dr. Charles 
P. M* Shelley and tbe nurse, Miss Kathryn 
Eye, with the help of only eight native male 
nuT&es and three native women assistants, 
handle the hospital work and conduct a 
training school For student nurses* 

Last year this hospital took care of 532 
ward patients, 9,562 intravenous^and intra¬ 
muscular injections, 84 births* 173 sleeping 
sickness patients. The workers performed 
67 major and 97 minor operations, made 
4,166 laboratory examinations and treated 
36*282 patients at the dispensary. 

Broken bodies and scarred souls have gone 
out of the hospital whole again, to testify 
for Christ in their own villages.

Hendersons Write 

About Internment 

Two Missionaries Scheduled to Go to 
Africa Are Detained in 
Germany 

Two letters have been received by the 
families of Dr. and Mrs. A. G. Henderson 
who were made prisoners of war in Ger¬ 
many after being taken from the steamer 
‘ ‘ Zamzam . 9 5 

Dr. Henderson's letter was written on 
June 22, from North Germany* In part 
it reads , “I am glad to write to you, it 
seems so long since we said good-bye. It 
is now more than two weeks since Jamie 
(Mrs, Henderson) and I parted, but God 
has indeed been a refuge and strength in 
a time of testing, I trust and pray that 
you have not worried about us as we have 
to rejoice more and more ; in that perfect 
peace that passeth understanding, 1 , . . 
We receive Red Cross parcels weekly." 
The letter states that letters from friends 
will be appreciated. 

Dr. Henderson enumerates a list of things 
such as concentrated foods which he would 
like to receive, and also mentions that 
books are desirable and, in this connec¬ 
tion, states, “I have only a New Testa¬ 
ment—priceless at such a time. ..." 

Mrs. Henderson's letter was written on 
July 9 and refers to a first letter which 
was evidently lost in transit. The letter 
states that she has just finished afternoon 
tea. and mentions lovely days, and fruit 
trees, roses, carnations, and pansies in 
profusion in the gardens surrounding the 
building in which she lives. About 300 
women live in this same building, Mrs. 
Henderson writes; "Although we only 
have a free bath every other week, we 
can have others by paying for them, . . . 

I have been so well but am going to the 
dentist next week. We go into the village 
about a couple of miles distant but we 
have a medical man right in our building, 
so you see we are well taken care of. . . , 
Yesterday three of us started French les¬ 
sons from a Sister and are to have one 
grammar lesson a week and one conver¬ 
sation. Some are taking German and 
music.' J 

Mrs. Henderson tells of making over a 
dress and doing other dross-making from 
things which have been given to her, "It 
is impossible to get clothes here." In 
the letter she also writes, "I have no 
chores to assist with in the house this 
week," so evidently they have certain 
duties to perform. 

Again, "Tail my friends I am sorry 
I can't write to them but I am only per¬ 
mitted to write two letters a month, one 
goes home, and one to Freddie (Dr. Hen* 
derson), so please give them the news and 
tell them all to write to me often."

Letters and post cards should be clearly 
written or typed and letters should not 
exceed two sides of a sheet of note paper. 
They must deal with only purelv personal 
matters. Picture post cards, pictorial mat¬ 
ter. or printed articles must ■not be sent. 
Addresses must be on both the envelope 
and the letter itself. Once every three 
months, the ne&t of of a prisoner is 
allowed to send him a personal parcel not 
to weigh more than ll pounds. 

Parcels containing food and soap are 
sent regularly to prisoners of war and in¬ 
valid comforts are sent at regular inter¬ 
vals by the British Red Cross. Clothing 
is supplied to prisoners of war by the 
British Red Cross Society and the Order 
of St. John arranges for certain articles 
to bo sent to the prison camps for every 
prisoner of war. 

There is no limit to the number of letters 
a prisoner of war may receive as long as 
they comply with the restrictions set forth 
above. No postage is required unless let¬ 
ters are sent by air mall. 


New Iowa Church 

P lant D edicated 

The building of First Church, Ottumwa, 
Iowa, which was destroyed by fire on Mar. 
3, 1940, has been completely rebuilt at a 
cost of $63,000. Dedication services were 
held on Aug. 3 with A. Reid Liverett, 
secretary of the Board of Church Exten¬ 
sion, as guest speaker. 

The church at Ottumwa was organized 
in 1S58 and a vacant courthouse was pur¬ 
chased as the first building of the con* 
gregation. In 1872 a new site was secured 
and a chapel built at a cost of $3,500. 
The present site was purchased in 1905 
and the building which was destroyed in 
1940 by fire was erected. 

The exterior of the new building is of 
lime-sand brick. In the center of the 
back wall of the chancel of the new audi¬ 
torium is a rose window formed of stained 
glass. Beneath the window is a wood 
paneling which conceals a baptistry and 
is removable for baptismal services. The 
organ for the new building was built by 
an expert who spent much time at the 
church preparing specifications. It was 
designed for every musical essential of the 
particular auditorium, has pure silver elec¬ 
trical contacts, and 1,500 pipes individ¬ 
ually made for the organ chest. 

Harold Roberts, pastor, went to Ottum¬ 
wa in January, 1940. The first services 
of the congregation were conducted by 
Elder T. K. Harlan. Among other min-

Doubt that there would be any 
widespread religious revival fol¬ 
lowing the present war was ex¬ 
pressed today by Dr. Kirby Page, 
LaHabra, Calif,, evangelist and 
peace advocate, who arrived here 
this morning to conduct a two-day 
spiritual retreat. 

The retreat, sponsored by the 
Spokane Fellowship of Reconcilia¬ 
tion of which, the Rev. Edward 
Radcliffj pastor-host, is chairman, 
is starting this afternoon at First 
United Presbyterian church, Third 
and Adams, and will continue 
through tomorrow. 

Dr. Page, for 20 years a spirited 
advocate of world peace, today 
spoke with reserve and evident 
reluctance upon the subject which 
has made him internationally 
known. 

“I am not on a peace mission,■' 
he said. “What I am endeavoring 
to do is reach that small group 
which is sincerely religious and 
those who have religious problems. 
X want to take that group aside 
from their daily lives and discuss 
religious principles with them. 

“I am giving seven lectures here 
during the retreat and a continu¬ 
ity of attendance is most desir¬ 
able." 

Long, Disastrous War. 

But Dr. Page, who after a sup¬ 
per in the church tonight, will dis¬ 
cuss “The Basis of a Just and 
Durable Peace" did say he believed 
the present war would be a long 
and disastrous 6ne and that the 
peace which followed would see no 
more of a religious revival than 
that which followed the first World 
war. 

“Task of the Christian peoples 
after the war is going to be in 
world organization, in unification 
of Christian nations, to meet the 
new and serious problems which 
will arise," Dr. Page said. 

“The world will have to look 
to religion to aid people in facing 
the economic and social distress 
which is certain to come," he said. 
“America, with its abundant re¬ 
sources, will have to share those 
resources with her less fortunate 
neighbors." 

Dr. and Mrs. Page drove here 
from Seattle where they conducted 
a spiritual retreat on Bainbridge 
island. They are on a tour which 
will last approximately 16 weeks, 
take them as far east as Boston, 
through the deep south and with 
retreats scheduled in some 60 cit¬ 
ies; 

Dr. Page, a world traveler, has 
crossed the Atlantic 20 times, vis¬ 
ited 35 countries and has lectured 
at 300 colleges and universities. He 
is the author of 20 books and 16 
pamphlets on Christian ethics and 
religion.

^ , a JOrnt grou P of Friends affiliated with both 
Philadelphia Yearly Meetings. George A. Walton 
spoke of the responsibility of Ministry and Counsel 
toward new members, many of whom, he said, "do 
not fully share our long-established attitudes toward 
certain practices. . . . New members often feel out¬ 
side the inner circle which tends to develop among 
long-established Friends’ families. The meeting for 
worship is the most potent agency for unifying the 
group.” 

A report on War Problems was presented by 
Thomas A. Foulke. He expressed the feeling that 
any Meeting suffers very definitely if it does not 
have at least one of its members in a camp for con¬ 
scientious objectors. This civilian service is the 
method by which Friends and other religious peace 
groups are permitted to work out the problem of the 
conscientious objector. The camps are now facing 
a deficit of which the share of the two Philadelphia 
Yearly Meetings is $40,000. 

Anna Griscom Elkinton reported on the recent 
adjourned Yearly Meeting session. The things that 
had especially impressed her were, first, the natural¬ 
ness of the gathering—the complete absence of any 
sense of division; and, second, its large size—about 
900 m the niornmg and probably about 1,400 in the 
afternoon. She earnestly desired that Friends might 
mid more time for devotional periods in their regular 
Yearly Meeting sessions. 

After the reading of the closing minute, Friends 
went to the adjacent Friends Day School or to the 
Hickman Memorial for the round table discussions. 

The round table for Clerks of Ministry and Coun¬ 
sel, on "The Spirit of Conducting Our Business Meet¬ 
ings, was led by W. Ralph Gawthrop. In general 
this committee has not considered the business meet- 
• n ^Li_^ S ^ unc ^ on the underlying objective, however, 
is the same: "We need to take a greater share of 
responsibility, to put our shoulder to the wheel ” 
Friends are afraid of the word "prayer”; we should 
pray for each other. 

Clerks of Overseers, led by D. Watson Atkinson, 
discussed The Relation of the Monthly Meeting to 
the Yearly Meeting.” All present agreed that the 
way to get the most out of Yearly Meeting sessions, 
both in profit and enjoyment, is to attend regularly 
througiiout the week. If men who are employed would 
ask for time off to attend the annual sessions of their 
religious body, they would probably be given it. In 
appointing representatives, at least one member of 
each Monthly Meeting committee should be chosen. 

Tbe r ^ n . d table , for Clerks of Monthly Meetings, 
led by Edith Lewis White, considered “How We 
Conduct Our Business Meetings.” The discussion 
centered round such practical problems as how to 
deal with members who are obstructive or who press 
their o wn views uu d u ly. The im p o rtanee of the 
Monthly Meeting committees was recognized. The 
Meeting should keep in close touch with the work 
of all its committees, and be prepared on the one 
hand to lay down committees no longer needed and 


on the other hand to point out to active committees 
fresh opportunities for service.

HOW DOES GOD DEAL WITH EVILDOERS? By 
Kirby Page. 15 cents per copy. Can be ordered from 
the author at La Habra, California, Box 247. 

In this pamphlet Kirby Page gives his answer to the oft- 
repeated questions: “What is God doing about man's in¬ 
humanity to man? If he knows, if he cares, if he is able, 
why does he not prevent cruelty and enslavement and 
massacre?” The writer states: “The Great Purpose . . . 
is the creation of a society in which spirit may 
with Spirit and with spirit, , „ „ Communion with God 
and fellowship with men are possible only when there is 
a volnntaiy and willing response. Compelled communion 
and forced fellowship are contradictions in terms. , . 
Freedom that is real includes the power to do wrong, to 
be self-centered and have the will to exploit others in the 
satisfaction of one's own appetites and ambitions. 
Freedom to resist God is essential to the development of 
moral character. ... So highly does God prize the friend¬ 
ship of his children that he will not destroy their freedom; 
not even to prevent their wrongdoing; not even to prevent 
injustice to others. And when the ultimate goal is reached, 
God will enjoy the reverent and affectionate companionship 
of mature sons and daughters rather than to experience the 
satisfaction of manipulating perfectly controlled marion¬ 
ettes ** 

God s continued love for evildoers, his suffering with 
evildoers, his dealing with them with a justice which up¬ 
holds the moral order of the universe: these are some of 
the facets of Kirby Page's answer to why God does not 
arbitrarily prevent the doing of evil. This pamphlet is 
well worth careful consideration. soy 


QUAKERS COURAGEOUS. By Frajtoes Margaret Fox 

Lothrop, Lee, and Shepard, 1941. 211 pages. Price $2m 

A new book of stories about Quakers intended for chil¬ 
dren immediately claims the attention of an alert group 
who know the difficulty of interpreting the pacific action 
of early Quakers to children of today responsive to tales 
of action and adventure. Frances Margaret Fox in "Quak- 
ers Courageous" presents characters and incidents that 
hold attention. Vigor and courage characterize George Fox 
and William Penn, fearlessness and adventure distinguish 
Mary Fisher and Thomas Lurting. Some of these early 
Quaker heroes may not be the most familiar, but all show 
unswerving devotion to the admonition of the Voice Within 
and follow unflinchingly the guidance of the Inner Light 
I he seafaring Quakers in untrustworthy ships and encoun¬ 
tering pirates had thrilling adventures. The book closes 
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after long effort been found for him, and be re¬ 
quired an overcoat on his journey to the place. But 
none that he tried on could fit his tall figure, 
broad shoulders. He .would, therefore, have to leave 
with only his not-too-wann suit. Then Maud Wood¬ 
ruff remembered something from twelve months past. 
A coat had been sent by a man so large that nobody 
had been big enough to fill it. The donor had stipu¬ 
lated ^ that it be given directly to a recipient in 
America. It was taken from its box. The refugee 
tried it on and it fitted as if tailored. 

Occasionally, the Clothing Committee advertises for 
boys and men’s suits, of which it never has enough. 
Once the advertisement was returned to Eleanor 
Stabler Clarke, chairman of the Clothing Commit¬ 
tee, with a simple, brief note attached, saying, “1 
use my old clothes. But I am sending you the $250 
check enclosed to buy new clothes for the men who 
need them.” Through one source coats and vests were 
bought at a low price. Through another source trousers 
were bought, in quantity, in another city. For the 
two hundred, and fifty dollars, one hundred new suits 
were made possible for men and for boys. 

Not always is even a small miracle encountered, 
of course. There has not yet come enough of the 
heavy clothing required by our Civilian Public Serv¬ 
ice camps, most of which are in cold climates. But 
needs are so often answered that one must look on 
the other side of the scale. 

In China, thousands of refugees come to the Friends 
Center in Shanghai to plead for clothing, blankets, 
bed covering, baby layettes. Let us give one story, 
both tragic and comic. A German engineer came, 
attired in a patched frock coat, narrow black pegtop 
trousers, tall silk hat. Three years before he had 
been arrested in the middle of the night and had 
been so bewildered and frightened that he took the 
first suit his hands reached—the suit in which he 
had graduated from school forty years ago. He had 
to flee to Shanghai so dressed, then travelled the 
Red Sea, lived three years in the humid hotness of 
Shanghai, and suffered the ridicule of children in 
his strange costume. He was overjoyed when he was 
given a suit of proper clothing, and in addition some¬ 
thing which he valued perhaps more, a pair of over¬ 
alls. With these, he could seek work. 

Perhaps the whole program of Friends Service is, 
in a fashion, done through answers made by men 
and women of good will and good hearts to prayers 
of those who are in need and otherwise friendless. 


The sense of reality in life eternal comes not so

Conference-for Clerks 

_ An unusual and stimulating conference on the sig¬ 
nificance of Friends’ method of conducting business 
was held at West Chester, Pennsylvania, on October 
11th. The conference was organized by the Field 
Com mi ttee of the Representative Committee of Phila¬ 
delphia Yearly Meeting, and was filled with that 
atmosphere of fellowship and earnest seeking which 
this Committee seems always able to evoke. The gath¬ 
ering of about 300 was a truly representative one. 
Fifty-two of Philadelphia Yearly Meeting’s 61 
Monthly Meetings were represented. There were 46 
Clerks of Monthly Meetings, 37 Clerks of Overseers, 
and 26 Clerks of Ministry and Counsel. 

The meeting extended a cordial welcome to Horace 
and Lauretta Stubbs, J. Paul and Pauline Satter- 
thwaite, and Austin A. Scott of New York Yearly 
Meeting; to Esther F. Sharpless, Clerk of Baltimore 
Yearly Meeting; to Anna M. Corse of Baltimore; and 
to James Dickinson of St. Petersburg, Florida. Four 
of these Friends are Clerks of Monthly Meetings. 

The first session was devoted to a business meet¬ 
ing held in the form of a Monthly Meeting, with Jane 
P. Rushmore serving as Clerk and W. Waldo Hayes 
as Assistant Clerk. After a brief period of silent 
worship a special query was submitted for considera¬ 
tion: “Are we seeking Divine Guidance so that we all 
share our full responsibility for action as a group? 
Do we conduct the business of our Meetings in the 
spirit of religious fellowship? Does this Friendly 
method help us to build communities where we can 
experience friendship among men and unity with 
God?” A suggestion that a copy of this Query be 
sent to all Monthly Meetings was approved. 

Percival M. Fogg described the duties of a Monthly- 
Meeting Treasurer, He should keep the Meeting in¬ 
formed concerning its financial condition. The budget 
committee, the collection committee, and the Treas¬ 
urer together should plan the budget, which must be 
approved by the Monthly Meeting. An annual audit 
is essential. The importance of Yearly and Quarterly 
Sleeting quotas must be made clear to the membership. 

The duties of the Nominating Committee were 
shown by Roland Tillman to include ,* first, placing 
each Friend on the Committee for which he is best 
fitted; and, second, making him realize his responsi¬ 
bility to serve the Meeting well. There should be rota¬ 
tion in service, and young people should be given 
appointments. 

The work undertaken by Overseers of Wilmington 
Monthly Meeting was outlined by Isabella J. Frorer. 
They meet monthly for ten months of each year, and 
also hold occasional joint meetings with Ministry and 
Counsel. They make a special effort to find new inter¬ 
ests for inactive Friends. They act as a functioning 
Marriage Council. They encourage Friends of high 
school age to study the Discipline. 

Franklin N. Davenport, Jr., presented an annual 
report of the varied and worth-while activities of 
Young Friends in Bucks and Burlington Quarters.
